$3,049,000 in Torrancc during the 
year 1946 definitely put that 
year on top with building per 
mil totals, according to Qlen M 
Jain, city engineer. But with 
the G. P. project taken from thi 
1945 picture, the engineer ex 
plained, 1946's $3,096,964 total 
building permits soared far be 
yond the remaining 1845 figure 
of $875,575.

Total number of building per­ 
mits Issued last year were 776 
as compared to 365 Issued in 
1945. This figure shows a 113 
percent increase over the pre­ 
vious year. Total number of 
dwelling units foi- 1946 were 321, 
a 400 percent Increase over 1945's 
64 units, records revealed. Single 
family dwellings totaled 307.

Forty-two Industrial building 
permits were Issued last year 
for a total of $410,823 to fall 
next in line to resident permits 
Twelve office buildings were 
constructed at a cost of $37,545.

General Petroleum Corp, fig­ 
ured largely also in 1944 with 
42 building permits covering new 
construction, additions to exist­ 
ing buildings, .foundations and 
tanks, with a total valuation of

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Chamber Urges 
Passage Of City

Passage, with minor perfect 

ing amendments, of a TOrrance 
smog control ordinance 
drafted by the city attorney's 
office, was urged on the city 
council at Tuesday night's meet- 
Ing In a Chamber of Commerce 
resolution.

The proposed regulation dlf 
fers from the county's "model" 
ordinance chiefly in that it would 
permit dense smoke for a per­ 
iod of seven minutes per hour 
instead of the county's three.

Penalty for violation would 
range from a low of $5 to a 
high of $200, with each new 
day's violation constituting a 
new offense. However, provision 
Is mode for variances and waiv­ 
ing of requirements in the event 
of conditions beyond control of 
the offender, providing such 
variance is applied for in ad-, 
vance.

Administration and enforce­ 
ment would be in the hands of 
the director of Air Pollution Con­ 
trol, provided for in the Count} 
ordinance. .

According to the act, "Every 
person Is guilty, of- a misde­ 
meanor" who, cither by,, himself, 
JiiS wtija**-** ,-Kr --aaeife assets. 

be ' discharged from -any 
source whatsoever, any smoke, 
dust, soot or fumes (of a sti­ 
pulated density) for periods ag­ 
gregating more than seven min­ 
utes in any one hour."

It also declares guilt of any 
person who "permits to be dis­ 
charged from any source what 
soever such quantities of charred 
paper, smoke, dust, soot, grime, 
carbon, noxious acids, fumes... 
or other material which cause 
injury, detriment, nuisance 01 
annoyance to any considerable 
number of persons ... or which 
endanger the comfort, repose, 
health or safety, of any such 
persons. . . "-

The council has submitted the 
measure for comment to the 
various Industrial plants affected 
before taking action.

Compare 1946 
Mailing Receipts 
With Peak Year

Torrance post office receipts 
for 1946 took nearly a $25,000 
drop as compared with the year 
1945.

But lest the reader be misled, 
Postmaster Earl Conner has­ 
tened to explain that the figure 
for 1946, which was $107,806.20, 
actually is a gain for Torrance 
and marks a definite high com­ 
pared to 1942 receipts of $64,- 
335.88. Conner said the reason 
the two years are compared, is 
that overseas mailing to service­ 
men during these periods were 
about evenly numbered.

The year -1945 reached an all- 
time peak of J132.320.95 due to 
overseas mailing followed closely 
by 1944, which swelled to $124, 
548.74.

The postmaster said that 1946 
did not go completely by the 
board without a record of its 
own, however, and pointed out 
that Christmas holiday cancella­ 
tions for this period exceeded 
all previous years. He accredited 
this to the Increased popula­ 
tion served in Torrancc, which 

responsible for the 100 per­ 
cent increase in postal receipts 
since 1936.
